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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species 1 - Embodiment 1, page 4, lines 22-27 (longitudinal axis of the guide does not 
bisect the resonant cavity), claim 3; 

Species 2 - Embodiment 2, page 4, line 28 through page 5, line 4 (the length of the 
resonant cavity parallel to its cylindrical axis is less than )J2), claim 4; 

Species 3 - Embodiment 3, page 5, lines 5-9 (the width W of the slit and the length L of 
the resonant cavity satisfy the relationship: W < L/10); 

Species 4 - Embodiment 4, page 5, lines 10-20 (a chock is situated outside each open end 
of the cavity and adjacent thereto), claim 5; 

Species 5 - Embodiment 5, page 5, lines 21-27 (the guide is terminated by a body 
material which is transparent to the microwaves delivered by the guide), claim 6; and 

Species 6 - Embodiment 6, page 9, lines 9-14 (the width W of the slit and the vacuum 
wavelength of the microwave satisfy the relationship: A735 < W < A,/10), claims 1, 2. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are fully generic generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the
